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Othello was the performance, in which Mr. Warde supported, for 
the second time, the leading character ; he received, as before, great 
applause, but we must‘stiil take leave to retain the opinion that his 
Othello is a noisy and painfully oppressive piece of acting. It is high 
time that Mr. Kean should return to the London stage. 

PHapinarket Theatre. 

Tris Theatre was very respectably attended, last night, to witness 
the representation of Paul Pry, and the revival of John of Paris, 
which went off with great eclat, Liston’s Pedrigo Potts, and Mc- 
dame Vestris’s Olivia, were excellent pieces of acting.
